The first of the scries of exploratory 
surveys decided upon by the govern- 
ment of llritisli Columbia and sanctioned 
by parliament ut its last session is 
to be started at once, the objective point 
bi iux the great Chilcotin country, d.">,- 
Oii i square miles in extent, lying to the 
in (Invent of the Eraser. 

Mr. A. L. Poudrier, 1). L. S., a gen- 
tleman of ability and experience, has 
been selected by the chief commissioner 
as the leader of this exploration party, 
and he will leuvo this city in it 
few days by the steamer Rainbow for 
liu to Inlet, whence his real journey 
commences. Three white men accom- 
pany him from this city, and Indian 
guides and servants will be secured on the 
ro id. The party will curry with than 
only the barest necessaries, and intend 
to thoroughly rough it from the start 
until their work is completed — probably 
late this fall. 

A "track" or rough descriptive sur- 
vey will be all that will be aimed at, 
and the information that will be given 
to the Lands &. Works department by 
Mr. Poudrier on his return will enable 
it to lay out tho good land in the dis- 
trict explored iu townships for settle- 
ment. It will be the explorer's object to 
ascertain the fullest possible particulars I 
of the character of the land, its adapta- | 
bility to agriculture, timbering, grazing 
and mining; tho water powers it posses- 
ses and tho number ana extent of irri- 
gation streams, with all other valuable 
particulars.

Many Lives host Owing to the Impossl 
bility of Eescnieg the De- 
mented Inmates. 



LONODE POINTE, Quo., May 6.— A 
long line of gaunt towers is all one now 
sees of the Longue Pointe lunatic asyl- 
um, located ten miles from Montreal, 
and which, with many lives, was to-day 
consumed by (lames. The sights wit- 
nessed during this tragic scene wore 
such as can never be forgotten. Noth- 
ing could exceed the horror attending 
the terrible calamity, considering the 
number of the victims, tho terrible 
nature of their death, and the manner 
in which the helpless victims received 
their fate. 

What to the spectators was a scene of 
horror was to the lunatics one of the 
most supreme glee, and in their delighl 
they disported themselves in the (lames 
und waved their blazing limbs in tribu- 
lent satisfaction lit the ruin that was 
ubout them, and not until the walls 
tumbled over their beads were theil 
maniacal screams silenced. 

There were incarcerated in Longue 
Pointe 1,300 lunatics, for that asylum 
was B prison more than a hospital, and 
now not more than 1,100 are^aocountetl 
for, but many escaped into the fields 
and woods and the dead are ashes 
amongst the ruins. What the number 
of the dead is, is purely a matter of con- 
jecture and can never be ascertained, 
since no other record is kept than thai 
in the asylum books, and they are de- 
stroyed. Taking into consideration the 
whole of the evidence from the firemen, 
half of that of the sane inmates and that 
of the sisters in charge, it is u conserva- 
tive estimate to say 100 inmates met 
death, though sonic say the number is 
double that, ai.d others pluou it below 
this figure. However, the fact remains 
that no such calamity has fallen on the 
province of Quebec since the earliest 
times. 

From the construction of the building, 
there is doubt ill some minds as to 
whether it was intended for an asylum 
or a blast furnace. In any case it 
served tho latter purpose admirably. 
It was constructed of brick, and was 
GOO feet long, running back from the 
river. The main building occupied tliu 
centre, and on each side extended four 
wings six stories in height. 

THE FIRE STARTED 
in a cupboard in the second wind on the 
woman's side, in the upper story, by a 
careless patient, and as the ventilation 
was carried by a longitudinal shaft con- 
nected with the towers, the flames soon 
appeared blazing up through the roof in 
the centre of each tower. A telegram 
wus sent to Montreal for aid, and one 
engine and reels started at once. They 
might as well have remained at home. 
In five minutes they exhausted the water 
supply. The only thing that could 
save the building was the St. Lawrence 
river, and it was half a mile distant. 
\\ hen the Associated Press reporter ar- 
rived with the firemen the dome of the 
towers had just fallen, and flames were 
bursting out everywhere. 

As the heat increased the statues fell 
from their niches to the ground, and 
the inhabitants prostrated themselves, 
crying aloud that the saints had de- 
serted them. Beds, furniture and 
utensils of every description were being 
showered from the windows, and u 
stream of ill-clad men poured out of the 
eastern wing. 

Not a male patient was lost. Among 
the women it was different. The less 
hopeless cases were placed in the lower 
wards, and they were removed with dif- 
ficulty. From the upper ward, where 
the violent patients were secured, there 
came the wildest screams, us they re- 
sisted the men who were trying to in- 
duce them to make their escape. 

AT TIMES A MANIAC 
would be seen peering through the bars, 
grinning and jabbering at the bright 
lame that went up to the sky. As the 
heat became more intense she would 
grasp the bars and remain there until 
the flames enveloped her. The inhabit- 
ants had come from all parts around 
about, attracted by the blaze, and in an 
hour the little village was full of surg- 
ing, shouting, vociferating people. 

When the firemen found they were 
powerless to save the building they 
turned their attention to the inmates 
and burst in the doors with axes. In- 
side, Chief Bevoit says, was such a sight 
as no fireman ever before witnessed. In 
one ward be entered there were twenty- 
live patients, and at bis appearance 
they huddled together like a pack oi 
beasts, entwining their arms into one 
mass of humanity. He seized the near- 
est, but, said the chief, "1 could no 
more separate the crowd than I could 
the parts of your house." He tugged at 
them till the fire darted in their gar- 
ments and enfolded them like a shroud 
of Same, and then be escaped with his 
life. In another ward three firemen 
were nearly trapped to death. They 
entered a room and the door, which had 
a spring lock, closed behind them. As 

is customary, there was no bundle on 
the inside. The door resisted their 
axes and they rushed to a window but 
were driven back by the Sanies. The 
chief, suspecting '.heir peril, sent aid to 
the other side and the men were carried 
down on ladders. The engineer of the 
building did good work, saving nine 
patients, and every fireman made a re- 
cord of which he may feel proud. 
ON THE MUST ALARM 

the engineer turned on the hose, but it 
was utterly useless, as the lire leaped 
along the ventilating shaft lo the towers 
and burned in a dozen places at once. 
One of the nuns, Sister Mary, lay sick 
in tho infirmary on the fifth door, and 
to her rescue came three others, Demur- 
est, (.filbert und Luiniene, They seized 
their companion and bore her in a 
blanket to the staircase, but they were 
met by a sheet of flame ami all perished. 
None of them were over '20 years of age. 

The Sisters worked with the persis- 
tence of heroines, by turns imploring, 
beseeching mid commanding the patients, 
and finally saving a very large number, 
in view of the inadequate facilities al 
hand. 

A loud explosion was followed by the 
crash of beams. The interior wus giv- 
ing way. Wild f.iccs sank from the 
windows and shrieks of maniacs were 
lost in the general uproar, and, as one 
by one the walls toppled inward, a 
blaze burst up from the newly added 
fuel that rose to the dark sky 
and shot its glure over the St. Law- 
rence to the southern, shore, and even 
tinged tho crest of Mount Royal, ten 
miles distant. Then it died into black 
ness and nothing but the towers re- 
mained, bounded by a seething mass of 
unit (i I and debris, under which are not 
the bodies, but the ashes, of a hundred 
victims. By this time it was (i o'clock 
und growing dark and very cob 1 . The 
spring rains had converted the place 
into a quagmire, and only horsemen 
could get from place to place.

ankle-deep in the mud, securing and 

superintending the removal of such fur- 
niture as had been saved. The patients 
wandered about aimlessly, clad in scunt 
garments. When released many of 
them leaped for joy and bounded like 
deer across tho fields to the woods. 
Patients of both sexes escaped, and 
though a cordon of police was thrown 
around, not all were included, and n 
horribly suggestive tale was born in by 
an inhabitant who was coming through 
the woods to the scene of tho disaster. 

A new dread lias come upon tho in- 
habitants from the presence of so many 
escaped lunatics, and tbey will think 
themselves fortunate it they nro not 
visited by a series of such crimes as 
only mad men can devise. While the 
lire was burning every high house-top in 
Montreal had its curious sight-seers. 
The long road was thronged with car- 
riages. The transport service of Mon- 
treal was pressed into the services and 
every available cab and buck went out 
filled with people. 

PREMIER MEROIER. 
has placed the Montreal exposition 
building ut tho disposal of the nuns, 
and to-morrow tho building will be 
stocked with provisions. The greatest 
wonder to the firemen is that such an 
absence of tiro-fighting facilities could 
exist. Although tho appliances were 
there, they were utterly useless. The 
institution had excellent engines, ten 
good [lumps and new boilers, but no 
connection existed between the pumps 
and the boilers. 

Sister Theresa, the superior, is bro- 
ken-hearted, and being in ill health, her 
name may be added to the already long 
list of victims. Drs. Bourgue and Bars - 
lete were carried from the room uncon- 
scious. W hatever must be said of the 
management as a whole, the individuals 
exercised every power to lessen tin- 
calamity tbey hud neglected to avert. 

The Sister-, of Providence bad spent 
in founding and organizing this institu- 
tion $1,132,232, of which 8700,000 was 
spent on buildings. The buildings were 
insured by the government for $300,000. 
With the exception ol the medical de- 
partment, consisting of doctors, the 
Sis! era retained complete control of all 
departments of the asylum. 

LATER. — At midnight the death roll 
is estimated at fifty, although many 
more are missing, but are expected to 
turn up. It is feared seven nuns were 
burned, as they are missing, besides 
those tunned above. They were not, 
however, seen in tho flames, and the 
Sisters preier not giving out their names 
at present.

Tin; GOVERNMENT LICENSE It I LI.. 
LONDON, May 7. The light which the 
radicals and temperance party are mak- 
ing against the government's bill re- 
organizing the system of licensing public 
bouses, their opposition being directed 
particularly against tho proposal to 
compensate publicans for the loss of 
their licenses by reason of the curtail- 
ment of the number to be issued, is be- 
coming more formidable duily. The 
government is ■ literally flooded with 
protests against the measure, and every 
member of the house of Commons, with- 
out regard to his politics, has received 
one or more petitions from his constitu- 
ents, or some other source, beseeching 
him to \ote down the offensive clause. 
The basis of the opposition of the 
total abstainers is tho provision 
committing the public authorities 
to the purchase of the licenses to 
be revoked, which plan, they claim, 
open the way to collusion between tho 
retiring publicans and the authorities 
to the end of defrauding the treasury. 
I'his question, they maintain, is of suffi- 
cient importance to justify its submis- 
sion to a popular vote, when tbey hopo 
to elect a number of purely temperance 
candidates to parliament on tho issues 
raised. 

Tin; WHEAT MARKET. 

W. (I. WagstulT, the British consul of 
Taganrog, on Ihe north shore of the Sea 
of Azov, reports that there are nearly 
half a million tons of wheat stored iu 
the various Azov ports awaiting 
better prices in Duglund. At 
the present prices the ownorn 
assert the shipment of grain to British 
ports would involve a heavy loss, de- 
spite the fact that vessels are easily ob- 
tainable at rates very little ubove tho 
actual cost of carrying, owing to tho 
stagnation of the shipping trade gener- 
ally.

W. Castor & Co., proprietors 
of one of the largest type foundries in 
England, have granted an eight hour 
day to their employes at tho same pay 
they formerly received for ten hours' 
labor. 

TELEGRAPH COYSfiRESS. 
The German government bus decided 
to request the other powers to partici- 
pate in an international telegraph con- 
gress to be held in Paris, to discuss the 
feasibility of reducing telegraphic tolls 
throughout central Europe to a uniform 
rate of ten pfennigs (2J cents) a. word.

'•.■1 POLITICAL EXODUS." 

Under the above heading, our even- 
ing contemporary accuses the Premier, 
Mr. Robson, tuul the Attorney-General, 
Mr. Davie, of deserting their constitu- 
encies, because it has been rumored that 
thu Premier, who now represents a 
Lower Fraser constituency, will ruu for 
some other place, and because Mr. Davie 
has chosen to contest Cowiohan instead 
of Victoria City, and the organ asks 
" What stronger argument could be tid 
duced than this, that thu Times denim 
ciatiou of these men has been based oi 
good grounds." " They dare not stand 
for their old constituencies. " Yet side 
by side with the article abusing Mr. 
Davie because he has chosen and M 
Robson because it is rumored, that 1 
will accept, a new constituency, is the 
announcement that Mayor Grant, who 
has represented Cassiar for the last 
eight years, is one of "an admirable 
ticket " for the city of Vic- 
toria in the interests of the op- 
position. So that according to the 
Times Mr. Grant has "deserted" Cassiar; 
"dares not oiler himself" there, and is 
open to the same ■■denunciation" which 
the Times lias heaped upon the Premier 
and the Attorney-General. 

.Surely the Opposition ticket is weak 
enough without the Times crushing it 
in this way. The Times should try and 
be consistent sometimes, and not hurl 
boomerangs without recognising the 
nature or effect of the weapons it em- 
ploys. 

As to the Hun. the Premier, there is 
no likelihood of his not contest- 
ing a Lower Fraser constituency, in 
any one of which, or in any district of 
the Province, whether Mainland or 
Island, he would I.e returned with 
triumphant majority, and as to thu case 
of the Attorney-General, it is reason- 
able, and just, lo other electoral dis- 
tricts that he should adopt a new con- 
stituency upon this the first opportun- 
ity which oilers, as his colleague, 
Mr. Turner, the Finance Minister, 
already represents Victoria, uiul will 
offer himself here at the coming elec- 
tion, and other districts in the Province 
may naturally think that some of them 
have a claim to Cabinet representation 
as well as Victoria. 



PEACE AJSD HARMONY. 

The House of Commons on the 29th of 
last month, saw the leader of the Gov- 
ernment and the late leader of the Op- 
position, the Hon. Edward Blake, in 
complete accord and working zealously 
together to accomplish a common pur- 
pose. Wll ii -Mr. Blake moved his 
amendment to the Finance Minister's 
motion that the House go into Commit- 
tee of Supply lie was ably and eloquently 
supported by Sir John Macdonald. As 
our reader ;, no doubt, remember, Mr. 
Blake's motion was to assert the expe- 
diency of providing means of referring 
laws passed by provincial legislatures as 
to the constitutionality of which there 
were grave doubts, to a high judicial 
tribunal. He prefaced his observations 
by saying that "recent events had con 
vinced him that it was important in the 
public interest that this proposition 
should receive consideration during the 
present session. He propounded this 
proposition in no spirit of hostility 
towards the Administration." 

.Sir John Macdonald declared that he 
"accepted in the fullest sense the ussur- 
ance given by his hon. friend that this 
matter had not been brought before t In- 
House in any spirit of hostility to the 
Administration of the day. On the 
contrary, he was grateful to the lion, 
gentleman for having brought in this 
subject in tho very carefully prepared 
resolution that he bad submitted, 
and still more for bis able 
speech in which he bad enforced 
the various propositions of the resolu- 
tion. It wits gratifying to know that 
there was in the House of Commons of 
Canada a gentleman who was able to 
give his time and his talents to bringing 
before tho representatives of the people 
an important question like this." 

It is niost encouraging to see two of the 
ablest and most experienced legislators 
in the Dominion working thus cordially 
together for tho good of the country. 
There are people in Canada who believe 

that if Sir John Macdonnhl said that an 
object was white if was Mr. Blake's 

boiinden duty to declare it to ho 
black: and wo very much fear that these 
good people will begin to suspect tii.tt 

the two gentlemen were either not 
in earnest, or that one of them 
win. disloyal to his principles 
when they tuns complimented each 



A general election will soon come off 
in tho Province of Quebec, The differ- 
ent parties as usual express themselves 
as confident of the result. Hut it will 
bo no easy matter to displace Mr. Mer- 
cier, particularly its many Ontario poli- 
ticians are, perhaps unwittingly, playing 
into his hands. 

Mr. Mercier is une of the shrewdest 
politicians in this Dominion, and he is 
sure to make the most of his advan- 
tages. He is not troubled with too 
many scruples, and he will use any wea- 
pon that his opponents pluce in Ids 
hands. If ho can make his countrymen 
believe that lie is in danger of suffering 
in the cause of his religion and his race 
he is assured of victory. 

Fr.iich Canadians are devoted lo their 
religion, and their race prejudices and 
attachments are uncommonly strong. 
The Equal Rights agitation in Ontario 
nd Quebec has given him the opportu- 
nity of representing to the habitants 
that ho is opposed because he is a faith- 
ful son of the Church and a zealous as- 
sertor of the rights of French Canadians. 
From every platform iu Quebec and at 
every church door in the rural districts, 
he will bo represented as a persecuted 
man, as a sufferer lor conscience sake. 
This will give him a prestige that will 
carry him triumphantly through the 
election. What can mere politicians 
say against this which will be of any 
avail ? They may say that ho is extra- 
vagant, that he makes Q bad use of the 
public money, that he has run the coun- 
try in debt, that his measures have 
na n bad, and that his administration 
has been corrupt. Mr. Mercier is able 
enough and ingenious enough to meet 
ill these charges, and to retort on his 
opponents. But, during the coming 
campaign, he will be under no necessity 
in most of the counties to make elabo- 
rate political speeches. He will only 
have lo tell bis hearer.-, what is said 
igainst him in Ontario, and at the as- 
semblages of the Equal Rights Party, 
m order to divert their atten- 
tion from his political sins ami 
shortcomings, and to make the great 
majority of them his enthusiastic sup- 
porters. We have no doubt that Mr. 
Mercier has a scrap book filled with ex- 
tracts from the speeches of Anti-Jesuit 
orators and from the articles of Equal 
Rights newspapers, which will be freely 
translated into French for the purpose 
of working his hearers up to the proper 
pitch of indignation and enthusiasm, 

The Equal Rights agitation has, no 
doubt, greatly weakened Mr. Mow, it's 
support in Ontario, and will most likely- 
cause his defeat, but we feel quite sure 
that it will do more than any other 

tory for Mr. Mercier in Quebec. 
Mr. Mercier is a resourceful 
politician. He carried Quebec when the 
odds appeared to be greatly against 
him; and, after he was returned by a 
small majority, he showed that he is an 
adapt in those arts by which a political 
leader converts a small majority into a 
large one. He goes to the country now 
under much more favorable auspices, 
and there is tv> reason to suppose thai 
he has lost the power of turning cir- 
cumstances to his advantage. 

LIBERTY HE THE PRESS. 

Even the Liberals ol the continent of 
Europe find it difficult to understand 
what liberty of the press means. Re- 
strictions are placed upon newspapers 
and newspaper correspondents by all 
the Governments of the countries of con- 
tinental Europe which would not be 
tolerated in Great Britain or any of her 
ile pendencies. Short work is made ol 
journalists of the class of the Ottawa 
liar, and even honest journalists who 
comment freely and candidly on public 
affairs sometimes find themselves in an 
embarrassing position. 

The Government of Italy is consid- 
ered Liberal, but the correspondents o! 
foreign newspapers who write unfavor- 
ably of Italian finances— which, by the 
way, are iu a by no menus llourishing 
condition — make Rome too hot to hold 
them. 1 [err Gi un wn Id, the correspond- 
ent of the Frankfort Gazette, was, not 
long since, expelled from Italy because 
his correspondence did not meet with 
the approbation of the I talian authorit ies. 
M. Ludovic Chenard, thu correspond- 
ent of the Figaro and Gaulois, not hav- 
ing taken wn ruing by the fate of the 
German journalist, was soon after es- 
corted beyond the Italian frontioi by 
Italian policemen. He had asked for 
an interview with the Premier, Signor 
Crispi, to obtain from him some explan- 
tion nt the banishment of M. Orunwald. 
The Italian statesman did not vouchsafe 
him an interview, but one of his secre- 
taries was authorized to make the fol- 
lowing declaration : 

"There wore correspondents who had 
thought it right to be guided by this 
one principle, to blacken Italy system- 
atically every day by calumnious news 
of a kind to mislead and irritate public 
opinion, at til st abroad and afterwards 
In Italy, to which these statements are 
at once brought back. The Government 
had come to the conclusion that these 
men were doing culpable acts, and after 

waiting long for an improvement on 

their part tiny had inflicted a blow un- 
der the powers and in the degrees fixed 
by tho laws, which, in this respect, do 



through Government spectacles, are 
judged to have gone beyond the bounds 
of fair and allowable criticism, and are, 
in short order, sent out of the country. 
When tt Government has the power 
to drive into exile those, whose 
duty it is to inform the pub- 
lic of their own, or any other 
country as to the state of public 
affairs, very little reliance indeed may 
be placed upon their statements. A 
man must be a hero who writes the 
plain unvarnished truth when he knows 
that the publication of bis article will 
expose hint to severe punishment. 
Although there are us many heroes 
among journalists as there are among 
the members of any other profession, it 
is not to be expected that the news 
written under such circumstances is 
exactly what it would be if the corres- 
pond, in Mem perfectly free to write of 
things as ho saw them. If he knows 
that he must speak favorably of the 
uets of the Government and of the men 
iii power or be sent out of tho country 
as a liar and a calumniator, we are very 
much afraid that his descriptions of 
men and things would be more favorable 
to the Government he feared than would 
be warranted by the actual condition of 
the country. The journalistic liar, bad 
as he is, is to be preferred to tho news- 
paper correspondent who writes, as it 
were, under duress.

PROFESSIONAL SPORTS. 

The Seattle incident, recorded in our 
sporting column of yesterday, is an ex- 
ample of what is continually going on in 
what is called the sporting world. "Put 
lip jobs" are the rule, not tho exception. 
The man who stakes his money on any 
event in which professional sports are 
the principals, may consider that the 
chances are teu to one in favor of his 
being victimized. The "tips" are oftoner 
than not dishonest hints given to out- 
siders for the purpose of tempting them 
to risk their money. .Smith thought 
he was doing a smart thing to got a 
"tip" from Cameron, who, if 
the match wits to be fairly con- 
ducted, had no business to 
u'ive one, and Smith's friends, who bet 
on Cameron, believing that he had ar- 
ranged to win the match, did what was 
mean and dishonest, and it only served 
: hem right to lose their money. Their 
anger when they found they had lost, 
and their abuse of Cameron for deceiv- 
ing them, appear to us to bo very 
ridiculous. They did not hesitate to 
take what they considered v. "tip" from 
Cameron, and to bet on what they wore 
led to believe was "a dead sure thing.' 
They took no chances. They willingly 
became Cameron's partners in a fraud, 
and they were served very well right 
when they lost their money. Whether 
or not they were the victims of a plot 
matters but little. They plotted 
to take an unfair advantage 
of others and if they were outwitted and 
cheated themselves they are uot in the 
least to be pitied. There is nothing in 
the account that we have seen to show 
whether the letter from Quinn alleged 
to have been produced by Cameron was 
genuine or not. It it was it only adds 
another dishonest feature to the trans- 
ition. 

The dishonesty of this professional 
sporting business has become so glaring 
and so notorious that we arc surprisetl 
that it receives any countenance from 
men who believe in fair and open ileal- 
ing. For our part we would rather lose 
money by having it stolen from us 
by a professional pickpocket than 
to be cheated out of it under 
the guise of batting by these profession- 
al sports. These men ought to he 
shunned. The young man who, de- 
ceive. 1 by their plausible manners and 
their emphatic declarations that every- 
thing is fair, risks his money on their 
sporting events is sure, sooner or later, 
to be victimized. As for the man who 
seeks what bo regards as "a tip," in or- 
der that he may bet on "a dead sure 
tiling," he deserves the worst that can 
befall him. 

One of the bad results of this profes- 
sional sporting is that it brings legiti- 
mate sporl into disrepute. When it is 
known that many who follow sporting 
as an occupation are blacklegs, who will 
swindle those who trust them, the 
odium that very properly attaches to 
these sharpers is apt to fall upon men 
who engage in similar sports for recrea- 
tion and healthy excitement. Tho way 
to avoid this is to have the distinction 
between "professionals," and amateurs 
made as distinct ami as widens possible.

! AN AERONAUT'S DESCENT. 

' Tho Newcastle, England, Chronicle 
! tliua describee the performance of W. 
H. Shipley, of South Shields: At 
j5:3l) the baluon was in readiness. 
! Suddenly it was cut loose and in a 
I moment shut high into tho air, amid 
tho cheers of the multitude gathered 
msido the geld and out of it. - TKo 
sudden ascent did not appear in the 
least to have disturbed Mr. Shipley's 
equanimity, for the thousands of up- 
turned eyes saw that be was lucking 
his lees abnut in apparent enjoyment 
Tho intrepid voyager cooly took off 
his cap and waved it and tho action 
was greeted with enthusiast ic cheering. 

Tho aerostat had risen almost per- 
pendicularly to a height somewhere 
about 8,000 feet, when it seemed to 
oscillate a littlo and then tended ill a 
northwesterly direction. Soon after- 
ward a sudden invo'uutary cry indi- 
cated that 'ho crucial moment had 
come and that Mr. Shipley had separ- 
ated himself from tho balloon and 
was falling into space. 

Tho balloon and parachute and 
man wore outlined with perfect clear- 
ness against tho sky, and for a sec nd 
the falling form of the aeronaut was 
watched With absolutely breathless 
excitement. When lie had thus pre- 
cipitated himself into space, Mr. Ship- 
ley fell a hundred feet or more with 
trightful rapidity un'il the air tilled 
out the folds of the parachute, which 
expanded gracefully and showed Mr. 
Shipley hanging suspended fr m the 
ring and descending slowly toward 
mother earth again. When it was 
seen that lie was, bo far, safe, the 
pent-up feelings of the people found 
relief in a prolonged shout, id glad- 
ness. 

The parachute settled slowly down 
upon the town, and Mr. Shipley came 
down upon tho roof over a back yard 
stairway and slid down safely into tin j 
arms of tno people who wore waiting ! 
below. 

Tho balloon itself shot still higher 
after Mr. Shipley foil from it, but 
soon collapsed and fell. The whole of 
tho proceedings had not occupied more 
than a few minutes. When it was 
seen which direction tho balloon was 
taking when rising, a cab was tle- 
spa'ched to bring Mr. Shipley to thi 
gr und.

A DIET OF TACKS. 

They JJocolii*' Oxide of Iron uuil Act » 
Buuoflolul Tonic. 

Carpet tacks arc not generally regarded 
as a healthful, kind of diet, says tho Phila- 
delphia Record, but many men huvo taken 
them into tneir summons m varying uoses 
without sutteriui,' any injury from them, 
buf even deriving benefit from this 
peculiar article of food, if the word of 
prominent physicians is to bo behoved. In 
addition to the many carpet-layers Who fill 
their mouths with tacks while at work, and 
now and then slip one down their throat by 
accident, there are three colored men on 
Lombard street who aro ablp and willing to 
startlo a spectator b.v swallowing a handful 
of sharp-pointed iron tacks with tho great- 
est nonchalance, as if t hey were the most 
nutritious morsels. These men have 
neither leathern intestines or copper-lined 
stomachs, but they are able to take care of 
n prodigious quantity of carpet tucks with- 
out any apparent discomfort or ill-effect. 

Medical authorities assert that Micro is 
far less risk attendant upon swallowing a 
tack than is generally supposed, and that 
such a performance is sometimes product- 
ive of beneficial results. The freak who 
swallows a single tack or a handful of them 
is seized with an abnormal desire for food, 
and it is to this fact thai the hai'mlessness 
of the swallowing of tacks Is ascribed. 
Curiously, the tacks invariably puss I hroiigh 
the stomach with tlieir heads "bowed down 
in reverence" and placed in the center of 
the food so that they do not touch the walls 
of the intestines. Even when the points of 
tho tucks penetrate tho lining of tho stom- 
ach the result Is not so dangerous as would 
be supposed. 

The reason was explained in a very simple 
manner by Dr.T. 8. K. Morton, who said: 

strong stomachs and tho amount of gastric 
juice in llieia dissolves the iron and the re- 
sult is a liquified mass similar in character 
to the oxide of iron which we prescribe to 
sick persons as a tonic. Really there Is a 
certain amount of benefit attached to the 
swallowing of tacks and yet there is always 
danger of a serious result in consequence 
of such an act. I have never known of any 
person who had been compelled to go to a 
hospital from such causes, however. 

"But I remember Mie easo of a horse that 
swallowed a large-sized tack. After bis 
death we cut open his stomach. We found 
there a solidified mass of a stony nature. 
When this hard substance was split open wo 
found that tho tack constituted its nuclous. 
A similar effect would take place in a per- 
son's stomach If tho tack should happen to 
stick for any length of time in the walls of 
tho lnt est lues."

Tho otiior nay the Treasury Department 
lasued a circular proposing to ship free of 
express charges to persons desiring them 
nickels and pennies in certain quantities on 
receiptor tlioir [ace value Tho offer sug- 
gested somo Inquiries iu regard to tha cost 
of thcso coins and how it happens that tlio 
Government can ship them at par value and 
pay express charges upon them. 

The story of the nickel is an interesting 
one, says tlio New York Star. Very few 
peoplo in this country imagine how much 
profit Uncle Sam makes out of -tlio stamp- 
ing of these small coins. The actual cost 
of a nickel to the Government is not much 
more than three-quarters of a cent. For- 
merly the metal was fixed, t launod and pre- 
pared for use in tho National work-shops 
at the various mints, hut now tho metal is 
purchased and prepared by outsiders under 
contract. All the Government does now is 
to put its stamp upon tlio lilrnks and than 
gather in its profit on their circulation, 

Tho total amount of these coins Issued in 
a year will average about 5000,000, and as 
very few of them ever return to plague the 
Government, the actual profit to tlio Na- 
tional Treasury can be easily calculated. 
Nickels and pennies are, of I nurse, redeem- 
able by the Treasury in othor money When 
a demand is made, but this occurs only oc- 
casionally, and then tho coins are sont to 
the mint, cleaned up and sent into circula- 
tion again. 

It is about tho same story in reference 
to pennies. The Government buys the 
metal out of which thoy are made ready 
for use and pays so much n pound for it, 
when it is cut and prepared for stamping. 
Then the mint puts tho legal mark upon 
the coins and they aro turned out by tiie 
million. What do thoy cost ! Well, every 
cent that is coined brings in a profit of 
three-quarters of a cent to tho Govern- 
ment. More pennies than nickels are re- 
turned to the Treasury in exchange for 
other money, but they aro scut promptly to 
the mint, and soon get into tiie hands of the 
public once again. A bronze penny or a 
nickel five-cent piece does not wear out as 
rapidly as a dollar bill. 

But there is still another source of profit 
to tho Government in the issuing of these 
small coins. One of the most expert of 
men at tho Sub-Treasury in Wall street de- 
clared a day or two since that there are 
still iu existence somewhere, floating about 
t he country, bunched up in ohi stockings or 
in the hands of curiosity collectors, over 
100,000,000 of the old-fashioned copper 
cents, about 30,000,000 of copper-nickel 
cents, nearly 500,000,000 of the present 
issue of bronze pennies, 35,000,000 of nickel 
3-cent pieces and about 200,000,000 of nickel 
5-cent pieces. The total value of these out- 
standing minor coins is, put in round num- 
bers, £120,000,000, and every dollar of this 
is absolute prolit to the Government. 

Tho coinage of silver pieces is done main- 
ly by the National mints, and, strange to 
say, there is more prolit in the work i ban 
any thing else that the mint does. Under 
the present law the Treasury is required to 
buvand coin at least 12,000,000 Worth of 
silver into dollars. This 12,000,000 worth of 
silver makes nearly $3,250,000, so that the 
profit on tho monthly purchase and coin- 
ago of silver dollars is fully ?'7f>0,OO0. So 
the profit on the snver dollars, you see, is 
aboiiDt9,000,00Oa year or more, and adding 
to it tho profit on the pennies and nickels 
brings it up to nearlyWO.OOO.OOO. Of course, 
there mast bo taken out of that the expen- 
ses of tho mint, but they aro a comparative- 
ly small sum. 

Ttio process of coiuiug silver pieces is an 
interesting one, and is the same practically 
for dimes and for dollars. The silver bull- 
ion is first melted anil run into bars. Tlieso 
in turn aro run through immense rollers 
and flattened out to tiie thickness of the 
coin. Theso silver strips are then passed 
through a machine which cats them into 
the proper size for the press is, the strips 
fi; st having been treated with a hind of tal- 
low to prevent their being scratched in 
their passage through the outtors. The 
silver pieces aro then put into I he feeder of 
the printing presses, and arc fed to the die 
by automatic machinery. As the smooth 
pieces are pressed between the ponderous 
printing dies they receive the lettered and 
figured impression in a manner similar to 
that of paper pressed upon a form of type ; 
at tho same time tho piece is expanded in a 
slight degree and tho small corrugations 
aro cut into Its rim. Tho machine drops 
tho completed coin into a receiver and it is 
ready for tho counter's hand. 

Tho instrument used by the counter is 
not a complicated machine by any means, 
as one might suppose. It is a simple cop- 
per-covered tray, having raised ridges run- 
ning across its surface at a distance apart 
the exact width of a dime. From the receiver 
tho money is dumped on to this board or 
tray, mid as it is shaken rapidly by the 
counter, tho pieces settle down into the 
spaces between the ridges. A il these spaces 
being filled, the surplus is brushed back 
into tho receiver, and the counter has ex- 
actly 1,250 dimes, 4125, on this tray, which 
number is required to fill the spaces. Tho 
tray is then emptied into boxes, and the 
money is ready for shipment. 

Tho dlmo does not pass through the 
weigher's hands, as does tho coin ofalarger 
denomination.

Tho Notes Produced by tho House-Fly, 
tho Bee ami ttio Mosquito, 

Poets have frequently alluded to the 
"busy hum of insect life," and its har- 
monious murmur adds a dreamy charm to 
summer's golden days. Naturalists have 
afforded us much interesting information 
as to the means whereby these tiny mor- 
sels of creation produce distinctive sounds, 
and musicians have succeeded in trans- 
ferring to paper the actual notes to which 
they give utterance. The song of birds lias 
been often utilized by musicians, even 
Beethoven having so far pandered to a 
taste Tor realism as to simulate (and that 
in masterly fashion) the utterances of the 
quail, cuckoo and nightingale in his Pas- 
toral Symphony. Mendelssohn, too, has 
idealized insect llfo in his "Midsummer 
Night's Dream" music.

IN TOTAL DARKNESS. 

Lost for Threo Days In an Underground 
Lauyrluth hi Anicu. 

Tho city of Pretoria, capital of tlio Trans- 
vaal, South Africa, is located in a most 
beautiful spot. It stands In a valley be- 
tween two ranges of mountains clothed 
with rich, dark verdure all the year round, 
vines loaded with ripening grapes, monthly 
roses and pomegranates forming a blaze of 
bloom amidst the flood of sunshine shim- 
mering like golden water. Under theso 
mountain ranges aro vast caverns, only a 
few of which have beon entered, and tlieso 
only partly explored. 

Theso caves are tho original Haggard's 
caves of the Amahaaga, iu which the won- 
derful "She" dwelt and ruled. Right under 
this mountain and through tlieso dark 
ravines runs a clear sparkling river of wa- 
ter. Tho source of this river, which fur- 
nishes tho water supply for this city, has 
never been discovered. A curious fact is 
that its waters are highest during the dry 
season. This points to the theory that it is 
fed by rain, and that tlieso rains do not 
reach tho river until about four or five 
months after tliey fall. 

This river is inhabited by fish and a 
strange kind of crabs and lobsters, till of 
which have no eyes. This species of aquntic 
animals having been bred in and inhabited 
this dark Stygian stream for thousands of 
years, have never had any u-:e for eyes, 
and so, after many generations, that organ 
had entirely disappeared from their struct- 
ure. 

Some friends of mine, two ladies and 
three gentlemen, went on an exploring ex- 
pedition through this cavern, got lostin its 
, maze and were three days before t hey found 
their way back to the outer world, writes a 
I correspondent of the Omaha Bee. Mr. 
! Saunders, of the American Consulate at 
; Cape May, thus relates their experience 
while in the bowels of the earth: 
••Mr. J. H. Leroy, of the Northern Pacific 
i railway of the United States of America', 
! Mr. John Sidney and two ladies, Miss Web- 
j ster and Miss Qootch, and myself started to 
! explore the Fountain Cave. Armed with 
I two lamps and provisions enough for two 
meals, wo started. Wo got through the 
: entrance, which is very narrow, with diffi- 
culty. Going a few yards wo found it nec- 
essary to light the lamps. Proceeding we 
| found on each side of tho main passage 
numerous sideways and alleys apparently 
j hewn out of the solid rock. 

"All around there woro evidences of the 
l caves being inhabited by swarms of bats 
, which constantly kept flying in our faces. 
Pursuing our way for a considerable time, 
we cumo to u spot where the roof of the 
concern, hitherto lofty, slanted down, Grad- 
ually becoming lower and lower until wo 
woro unable to walk erect. Finally wo 
canio to where the floor was on an inclined 
plane and got moro head-room. We then 
descended a steep hill, at the foot ot which 
I was a dead wall which completely barred 
further progress in that direction. Qn the 
1 right hand a narrow passage presented it- 
! self just wide enough to permit of our 
: walking Indian filo. The air, hitherto cool 
: and bracing, became damp and a cold, 
clammy (tew settled on our faces. To the 
: sides of Iho passage clung a pale, slimy, 
' snake-like substance which to tho touch 
: produced a shivery senso of abhorrence. 

We began to wisti ourselves well out of ibe 
i undertaking. However, being in, there 
was nothing for it but to go on. 

"We walked up this passage a distance, I 
should judge, of tb.-eo hundred yards, when 
, we arrived at an octagonal court, from 
i which ran eight different pnssages, the 
: fuur main ones being about a width of fifty 
I foet, and tho four narrow ones ubout four 
. feet cacn. Under our reel could Oe heard a 
' sound as of the running of a river and the 
violent breaking of water upon rocks. We 
could perceive no mode of descent, and tho 
ground under our feet seemed solid. 
"Being weary, and tho ladies somewhat 
i faint, we resolved to go back, altogether 
disappointed with the result of our explora- 
| tion. However, before starting ugain we 
refreshed; ourselves with the victuals we 
had brought, and, fortified by a few 
draughts of cape sherry, feit our spirits 
rise, and, curiosity as to the cause of the 
sound under our feot getting tho better of 
our judgment, wo began searching for a 
way to descend, and finally found a place 
where there were stono steps at irregular 
intervals. 

"Sidney and I descended, leaving Leroy 
and tho ladies above. We followed theso 
steps for about fifty feet. The descent was 
very difficult Tho light of the lanteru 
grew feojdo. However, wo arrived on u 
broad platform of level ground 

"Tho sound of the water had by this time 
increased to that of a roaring torrent, and 
on our left wo saw the black, inky stream 
I rushing past. We sounded, and found tho 
'river very deep and cold. Passing along 
i tlio banks the air became heavier still, and 
| the lamp, which bad been burning more 
j feebly, wont out altogether. Breathing 
! became very difficult, owing to tho absence 
j of oxygen. In this dreadful place and in 
! total darkness we were stumbling about 
! trying to tlnd the steps, by which to return, 
1 for hours, until, becoming quite weary, we 
| sat down and fell into a torpid, heavy sleep, 
j How long wo remained In this state I do not 
i know. 

"On awakening, with n grent effort, wo 
aroused ourselves, and finally bit on a pas- 
sage, which wo followed. As we went the 
joiso of the waters became less audible, 
and finally we lost the sound altogether. 
Still, thero was no ray of light; nothing 
but thick darkness and a noisome, pestilen- 
tial air. 

"Wo groped about for hours from ono 
passage to another amidst a silence deep 
and dreadful. The sound of our voices ap- 
peared unnaturally loud, and echoing 
through the vaults gave tho impression 
that the place was haunted by countless 
demons who were mocking our distress. 

"Quito exhausted by exertion, anxiety 
and want of food, we sank down in despair, 
giving ourselves up for lost. After a lime, 
however, we determined to make another 
effort for life. Wo found that tho lamp 
would now keep lighted. This gave us 
fresh hope and enabled us to seo our way 
about. Wo made better progress nlong 
the darksome passage uud soon were over- 
joyed Bt Seeing' my 1 faithful Newfoundland 
dog jumping and bounding toward us. Wo 
knew wo wero saved. Following tlio dog, 
which seornqu to have a correct view of tho 
situation, wo noon discovered a streak of 
light at tlio entrance to the cavo. The 
spirit of enterprise being damped by three 
days spent in tho tombs, wo resolved in our 
minds not lightly to make another attempt 



of tho kind."

The production of washed wool last 
year in the United Kingdom, the con- 
tinent, and North America, and in- 
cluding the imports from Australasia, 
the Cape, Hiver Plate, and other coun- 
tries, amounted t> 1,071 millions of 
lbs., of which 231 millions were mi- 
ported from Australasia and 122 mil 
lions from the River Flare. There 
are now 100 millions of sheep in Aus- 
tralasia. 

The reduction in the Bank of Eng- 
land rate to 3i per ce t. only was 
doubtless due to the weakness of the 
German and Paris exchanges, both ol 
which are at about gold point. This 
time, last year, a 3 per cent, rate was 
current, but on the 17th of April a 
movement was made to L'i ; then 
there wore no fears of an efflux ol 
gold. But gold is steadily arriving 
from Brazil, and it is doubtful if the 
directors of the bank can for long 
postpone a further reduction of h per 
cent. Tho British joint-stock institu- 
tions have lowered their rates for 
money on deposit to 2 per cent., 
whilo the discount houses only allow 
1| and 2 per cent, respectively for 
money at call and notice Funds are 
ve.iy plentiful, and short loans are 
daily arranged at from 1 to 1A. while, 
owing to this abundance, discount 
rates have furtLer gone back, the quo- 
tation for three months' bills being 
barely If.

The Canadian Gazette says thai ut 
the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company called for 
the 11th of May, tho special resolu- 
tions will he few and unimportant. 
First, the Company will take powei 
to create bonds for the construction 
of the steamships involved in tho sub- 
sidy-contract with the British and 
Canadian Governments in regard to 
the Pacific; but these bonds are not 
to be issued, but to he at once re- 
placed by an equivalent of 4 percent, 
debenture stock. As the contract 
price ol the three ships is under 
£600.000, it is inferred that that will 
be the amount of debenture stock to 
be issued. In that ease, the interest 
will be £24,000 a year, as compared 
with a subsidy of £60,000 a year. The 
other special objects of the meeting 
relato to the construction of branches 
of small extent, but of great feeding 
importance. 

It is reported that the American 
wool growers and carpet manufac- 
turers have come to an agreement in 
regard to the proposed tariff on third 
class wools, changing the duty from 
speci lie to ad valorem. 

The first submarine telephone cable 
has been submerged as p irt of a tele- 
phono line between Monte Video and 
Buenos Ayrcs. It is 50 kilometres 
long, tbu whole line being 302 kilo- 
metres. 

Twenty years ago the tonnage built 
for foreigners in Ureal Bri ain did 
not exceed an average of 30,000 tons 
a year, but now it is more than si\ 
times that amount, rising to 1,000,000 
in 1881, dropping to 473,675 tons in 
1880, and growing to 1 ,332, HS!) in 
L889. U in land and Wolff, Belfast, 
Ireland, built tho two monsters of the 
White Star line, the Teutonic and 
Majestic, 582 feet in length. The 
enormous growth of the shipbu 
enterprise in England i3 ovidem 
tho fact that, in years just p; 
the value of tho vessels which 
Bull launched, fitted and made ready 
foi-Heawas over §100,000,000. On 
the Clyde, 10 years ago, steel was 
used for about 1(1 per cent, of the 
total tonnage of vessels built, and yet 
last year 05 por cent, of the tonnage 
constructed on tho famous river was 
made of that metal. On tho Tyno, in 
1880, every vessel built by the eight 
leading firms was of steel, and on the 
Wear, ont of 102 vessels, six wore of 
iron and the others of steel. 

A valuable find of gold is reported 
near ThesBolon, Ont. Assays show that 
the gold is very rich. 

A recent report from Ireland stales 
that mackerel Imbing has opened ear- 
ly and well. Some of tho boats had 
as many as 4,000 for their first trip's 
returns. The mackerel landed on t he 
Irish coast daring March were 1,300 
cwt., agamsfc 131 cwt. for the corres- 
ponding month last year. The mack- 
erel landed tin iho coasts of England 
for March were 2, 169 cwt., against 
470 cwt. for March, last year. No 
mackerel, were landed on the Scotch 
coasts. The British fisheries last

First it was Bona- 
parte, then Metternich, then the 
Czar Nicholas, t hen Louis Napoleon, 
and, during the last twenty years, 
Bismarck. And now Bismaick lias 
fallen (if fallen be not too strong a 
w ord to use) in a way which scarcely 
the keen, st political observer would 
have prophesied a few years ago. Ho 
long as tho old Emperor lived, Bis- 
marck's position was secure. He 
sometimes threatened to resign, but 
his threats wore simply regarded as 
the expression of a temporary sense 
of weariness or annoyance. It was 
folt, however, that, when Frederick 
succeeded, his constitutional inclina- 
tions might render him less amenable 
to the man of blood and iron. The 
strange tiling is that the rupture took 
place not during Frederick's short 
and melancholy reign, hut during 
that of his son, the impetuous young 
William, an ardent admirer of his 
grandfather's ways and B special 
pupil of Bismarck himself. The 
t ruth of the matter appears to be, 
that. William II., being anxious to 
Hovurn as well as to reign, found that

A BY-LAW 

To authorize thu salo of lands within 
tho City of Victoria, upon which 
t'aiea have boon due and in arrear 
for two years. 



VyHERKAS IT IS EXPEDIENT THAT 
all lands or parcels of lands within 
tho City of Victoria upon which taxes have 
been duo and in arroar for two years shall 
bo Bold and tho proceeds applied n die 
reduction of such taxes ; 

He it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Aldermen of tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria :- 

I. Tho Collector of the Municipal Council 
of tho City of Victoria is hereby authorized 
and directed, whensoever taxes on any land 
have been due for two years preoodlng the 
current year, to submit to the Mayor of t he 
City of Victoria a U-.A in duplicate of all the 
lands liable under the provisions of this 
By-law to be sold for tuxes, with the amount 
of arrears against each lot set opposite to 
theaamo ; and theMayorshallauthontioato 
such lista by alllxinii thereto the seal of the 
Corporation and his signature, and 0110 of 
such lists shall bq deposited with the clurk 
of tho Corporation and tho other shall be 
returned to the Collector witb a warrant 
thereto annexed under tho hand of th,- 
Mayor and tho seal of the Corporation, 
commanding him to levy upon the land for 
tho arrears due thereon, with his costs. 

It shall not be tho duty of tho Collector 
to make inquiry before effecting a sale of 
lands for taxes to ascertain whether or nol 
there is any distress upon tho land ; nor 
shall he be bound to inquire into or form 
any opinion of the value of the land. 

X The Collector shall prepare a copy of 
the list of lands to bo sold and shall include 
therein, in a separate column, a Statement 
of tho proportion of costs ohargeablo on 
each lot for advertising and for tho com- 
missions authorized by this By-law to l»- 
paid to him, and Bholl cause such list to be 
published in some dally paper in the City 
of Victoria for a puriod of throe months 
preceding such intended sale. 

■I. The advertisement shall contain a noti- 
fication that unless the arrears and costs 
uro sooner paid ho will proceed to sell the 
lands for the taxes on a day, a time, and ai 
a place named in the advertisement. 

5. Tho Collector shall, at least throe 
months before the time of Bale, alsodolivor 
to or depo.iit in the post oftlco to the 
address of the owner of such property 
which is to be sold for taxes as aforesaid, 
or to thu agent of such owner, a notice in 
writing of tho amount of taxes duo and 
Unit tho property is to bo sold for arrears 
so due, and in case the address of the 
owner or agent is unknown a notice to the 
sumo effect shall bo posted upon tho land 
Intended to bo sold ; and also, at least three 
months before thetimoof sale, posta notice 
similar to the above advertisement in some 
convenient and public places, that is lo say, 
at the Council Chambers, Victoria, and in 
the Post Olilco building, Victoria. 

G. The day of sale shall be the ninetieth 
day after the publication of such list ex- 
clusive of the day of BUch publication, ex- 
cept in case the said ninetieth day shall 
fall on a Sunday or holiday, in which case 
such sale sluill tako place on tho following 
da}-, at the Council Chambers in the City 
of Victoria, and shall begin at twelve 
o'clock noon. 

7. If at any tlino appointed for the sale 
of the lands no bidders appear, the Collector 
may adjourn the Bale from t hue to time, 

8. If the taxes have not been previoualy 
collocted, or if no one appears to pay ihe 
same at the timo and place appointed for 
the sale, the Collector shall sell at public 
auction so much of tho land as may be 
Sufficient to discharge the taxes and all 
lawful charges incurred in and about the 
Balu and tho collection of the taxes, Belling 
In preference such part us he may consider 
best for tho owner to sell first; and in 
offering such lands for salo it shall not be 
necessary to describe particularly the por- 
Uonof the lot or section which shall besold, 
but It will bo sufficient to say that hie will 
soli so much of the lot or section as shall be 
necessary to Becure tho payment of the 
taxes duo, and Iho amount of taxes stated 
in the advertisement shall in all cases be 
prima fuoio evidence of the correct amount 
due. 

9. If the Collector fails at Buch sale lo 
sell such land for the full amountof arrears 
of tho taxes due, ho shall at such sale ad- 
journ tho same until a day to be publicly 
named by him, not earlier than ono week 
nor later than three months thereafter, of 
which adjourned sale he shall give notice 
by advertisement In one of the local papers 
in which the original notice was advertised, 
and on mich day he shall sell such lands for 
any sum ho can realize, and shall accept 
such sum as full payment for such arrears 
of taxes. 

10. If the purchaser of any property or 
parcel of land fails Immediately to pay to 
tho Collector the amount of the purchase 
money, t bo Collector shall forthwith again 
put up tho property for sale. 

II, Immediately after every sale, the 
Collector shall return a list of the arrears 
satisfied by such sale to the Clerk of the 
Corporation, and shall at tho same time 
pay in the proceeds of such salo to tho 
Treasurer of the said Corporation. 

12, The Collector, after selling any land 
for taxes, shall give a certificate under his 
hand to the purchaser, stating distinctly 
what part or portion, as the case may bo, 
of the land, and what interest therein have 
been sold, or staling that the whole lot, 
section or estate has been so sold, and 
describing the same, and also stating I lie 
quantity of land, the sum for which it lias 
been sold and the expenses of sale, and 
further staling that a deed conveying tho 
Batno to tho purchaser or his assigns 
according to the nature of tho estate or 
interest sold, will bo execulcd by him, and 
the Mayor, on his or their demand at any 
timo after the expiration of ono year from 
tho date of the certificate, if tho land bo 
nol previously redeemed. 

13, The Collector ahull bo entitled to five 
per centum commission upon the sums 
oolleeted by him as aforesaid. 

14, This By-law may be cited for nil pur- 
poses as "Tho Victoria Ileal Estate Tax 
Sale By-law, 1800,"

dny of March, A. 1). 1890,

SOUND BOAT HANDS STRIKE 

For an Increase or Five Dollars— A General 
Tie-up-Tho Kingston Excepted. 

Strikers and strikes iro becoming just 
about as great a nuisance as cyclones; 
they upset civilization and injure those 
who do not deserve to be. The latest 
outbreak will affect that important 
branch of trade, the Sound traffic— the 
boat hands have struck. Tho firemen, 
coal and wood passers and deckhands 
are dissatisfied this time, and accord- 
ingly they have acted in the orthodox 
fashion by "striking." The wages de- 
manded arc as follows : Wood firemen, 
S 15 per- month; coal fireman", $50 per 
month; coal or wood passers, §40 per 
month; deck hands, S-15 per month. 
These wages include board and sleeping 
accommodations. 1 The present wages 
are about §5 per mouth less than the 
above scale. It is claimed that the 
steamboat companies are all doing a 
good business and can afford to pay bet- 
ter wages since tho rise in passenger 
and freight rates which recently oc- 
curred. If the men strike, a general 
tie-up of the steamers will result, as it 
will take a day or two at least to either 
adjust the differences or lill the strikers' 
places with new men.

This was taken as a clnu, anil Pnconix 
was at ouoe summoned as a witness. 
The enquiry proceeding, City Police 
Officer Hunter was called to tho stand 
and narrated tho facts ( f '.finding the 
body as reported in THE 1 OLOMST yes- 
terday. Phcotlix was the next witness 

called, and Ilia evidence proved of a de- 

chleilly htraii^'e charueier. He did not 
say that he knew nothing of tho little 
body in the box, but urged that it was 
a still born child which he hud neglected 
to register last January, anil which hud 
been buried by night in the woods out- 
side of the city. He offered to conduct 
the jury to the place of the interment, 
and they, wishing to discover if the 
body could have been washed down to 
t he water, consented to accompany him. 
A visit was [laid to the spot mentioned, 
with Phoenix us guide, but no grave or 
trice of one could he. discovered. 

'The jury returned to the Provincial 
Police oliice, and Dr. Milne was called 
as a witness. He testified to attending 
Mrs. Phoenix during confinement, and 
said thut sho wns delivered of a male 
child, living. The infant died shortly 
after, he understood, lie did not know 
what disposition was made of the body. 

Tho body found having been identified 
as that of a female child, and conse- 
quently not the ono referred to by the 
last witness, the jury, after considering 
tho very contradictory evidence, return- 
ed a verdict ut 9 p. in., that the infant, 
name unknown, wv.s found dead, having 
been placed in tho water by some person 
lor perilous unidentified.
